Suez Canal W ill Be Otaolete in 10 Years

WASHINGTON—What the 
foreign 
Ministers 
meeting at the UN seems to ignore is the need 
of long-range planning for the Suez Canal and 


the Near East. 


The British and French have been so peeved 
at John Foster Dulles that for a time just before 
the New York meeting they refused to give him 
any inkling of their plans. 


But while the world’s top statesmen have been 
haggling over colonialism and legalities, the en­ 
tire Near Eastern policy of the I nited States 
has been on a week-to-week, day-to-day basis. 


We have had no long-range plan, no ten-vear 
goal on which to set our sights. Population along 
the Nile is increasing; the standard of living de­ 
creasing. Arab populations are restless. Tae sit­ 
uation between Israel and the Arab states has 
been verging on war. Yet the I nited States has 
decided its policy on a shifting day-to-day basis. 
Whatever Mr. Dulles decides on a certain day 
is American policy: and that may depend on 
where Mr. Dulles is that day and whom he is 


talking to. 
Meanwhile, the hard facts are that the Suez- 
Canal in ten years will be completely out of 
date. In ten years it will be carrying 4.000 noo 
barrels of oil a day to supply Europe. Seventy 
■percent of the world's oil supply lies under ne 
arid sands of the Arab countries, most of it in 
Saudi Arabia. That oil is essential to European 
industry, and the increased comsumption will 
mean either a new duplicating canal; or huge 
tankers will be built to go all the way around 
Africa; or at least two more pipelines from Iraq 
and Saudi Arabia to the Mediterranean. 


Once Great Empire 


All this means constructive planning It doesn't 
mean day-to-day dickering over the diplomatic 
council tables. It means long-range, careful plan­ 
ning for peace and cooperation in the Near East. 


At the time of the Roman empire this little 
area of the Near East GSvria. Lebanon. Israel. 
Jordan. Iraq, Saudi Arabia, and Egypt» held 


60 000,000 people. Today it holds 25.000,000 Then 
it was under one Government, which, though 
tyrannical, kept the peace. 
Today the area is chopped up into little bit’er 


countries, with only one progressive, forward- 
looking nation in the area-Israel. It’s progres­ 
siveness. however, only incurs greater bitterness 
—from Arab neighbors. 


Saudi Arabia is rolling in oil royalty money, so 
much that King Saud doesn’t know what to do 
with it. Egpyt in contrast is poverty-stricken. 
Its 
average 
annual 
income 
is 
$94 
a ye&r. 
Its population is infested with trachoma, TB, 
and veneral disease; seems to get more depress­ 
ed, poverty-stricken, more diseased each year. 


Colonel Nasser was picked by Dulles and his 
Near Eastern experts as the champion of the 
underdog. But he has spent his money on Russ­ 
ian arms and forgotten about 'he fate of his 
people. He now' has about $250.000.000 in Russian 
arms, and to pay for them he has hocked his 
national income for years to come. 


With these arms, Nasser is almost certain to 
use them. He has to justify their purcha>e. 
That's why Israel is so nervous today She is the 
only target.

“ As Missouri goes, so goes the nation. 
This 
political proverb should, of course, refer to 
Maine, but we think it is time Missouri tried it 


on for size. 
Since Maine jusit re-elected its Democratic 
governor and elected at least one Democratic 
Congressman, how Maine goes is of current in­ 
terest to the Democrats. But the fact is that 
Maine has gone with the nation, or vice versa, 
only about half the time since 1904. , . 
But Missouri—there is consistency for you. 
Missouri has voted for the winner in presideptal 
contests since 1904. No other populous state can 
make that statement. Only Illinois, Ohio and 
California among the larger states come close, 
and they have missed at least once in 52 years. 
Missouri, however, has swung to the winning 
side with Teddy Roosevelt in 1904 and Taft in

Evidently no state in the nation is more mis­ 
understood politically than Iowa 
and the mis- 
understarwiing seems destined to persist 'hrough 
the campaign year 195«. 


It stems from *he old notion that low’a is al­ 
most as rock-ribbed Republicans as Maine m 
presidential elections. 


From that point the argument pro ceeds that 
if a Republican candidate is sagging in Iowa, he 
must obviously He in considerable difficulty in 
the entire country'. 
But the facts of Iowa’s recent election history 
do not support the contention that it is a top 
Republican state. 
Since Franklin D. 
Roosevelt 
came on fhe 
scene in 1932 there have been six presidential 
elections. 
Iowa has cast its editorial vote right 
down the middle, three times for Democratic 
nominees and three times for 'he GOP. 
For contrast, look at Michigan, with heavily 
Democratic Detroit and other industrial areas. 
It has chosen Democratic Go\ 
G. Mennen W il­ 
liams four straight times and elee'ed a Demo­ 
cratic senator in 1954 
Yet since 1940 if has 
voted consistently Republican at the presidential 


level. 
Iowa 
hardly 
looks 
rock-ribbed 
Republican 
when thus set off. 
It has, of course, usually chosen Republican 
governors and persistently named GOP con­ 
gressmen. 
Rut in 1954 Governor Hoegh. Re­ 
publican, trailed for many hours and wound up 
winning by a relatively modest 25,000. 
This isn’t the whole story by any means. Care­ 
ful research into Iowa’s voting performance 
show's that in some of the better-off agricultural 
area* fanners have consistently tended to vote 
Democratic in presidential years by percentages 
greater than recorded in the state as a whole. 
The more prosperous Iowa fanners appear *o 
have had strong Democratic presidential lean­ 


ings. 
With this sentimerv at work. H does not re­ 
quire 'oo great a shift elsewhere to turn the 
state into the Democratic column. 
In 1948 some 
53 Iowa counties went Democratic 
of 99\ and 
Harry Truman took the state. 
There are signs, too, that many of the smaller 
Iowa towns, dependent on farmers for a satis­ 
factory' level of business, have steadily been in­ 
creasing the size of their Democratic vote. 
Though Iowa is rated one of the two richest 
farm states in America, its heavy concentration 
on corn and hog production has linked its for­ 
tunes tightly with government policies on price 
supports and similar matters 
Thus it 
is 
highly 
sensitive 
to 
any price 
trend or other development which affects its 
farmers’ incomes. 
The record indicates that 
when trends are down, or there is a threat of 
trouble, the sensitive areas turn Democratic. 
Consequently, far from being nearly automatic 
Republican. Iowa has in fact become one of ‘he 
more delicately balanced states in the nation, 
politically. 
It is likely to be one of the first *o turn, 
rather than one of the last. 
If there is a Democratic landslide in the mak­ 
ing in this or any other year, its signs will have 
to be detected somewhere other than in the 
shifting of the Iowa com lands.
